The report says that only 10,000

According to informed sources, the 
woman, a Clevelander, has been given 
‘the green light and is virtually certain of 
the appointment.

So when, a week or so ago, 
he stood before that same legislature 
that was the scene of his last-ditch stand 
for segregation and repented, it made 
news all over the country. 

He said he decided to come out of

A Profile Of Newark Ohio

The main employment opportunity for 
blacks seems to be in industry dhd at the 
Heath Air Force installtion, which is ad- 
jacent the city of Newark. But the most 
striking and glaring situation is that 
there are really very few employment op- 
portunities for blacks in the Newark area. 

tn-spite of the fact that blacks con- 
stitute a very small minority in the area, 
blacks do not hold a proportionate num- 
ber of opportunities in other areas of em- 
ployment. For example, there are no 
blacks in responsible positions in the 
complex court system, other than Judge 
Weaver. 

There are no blacks who are social 
workers in the Licking County Welfare 
agency. There are no blacks tobe seen 
hardly anywhere as sales personnel in 
the retail department stores. This in- 
cludes J.C. Penney, Sears, Woolworth, 


the state and federal government in en- 
forcing better employment opportunities 
for blacks in the Newark area. 

It is inconceivable that there is a 
paucity of skills and potentials in the 
black community which would be 
responsible for the lack of their par- 
ticipation in the various operations of 
the city and county government and 
institutions. A critical. examination of 
these conditions must “be made by 
responsible state and federal agencies 
which, | am sure, contribute funds to the 
operation of many kinds of city and 
county functions. 

The Ohio Civil Rights Commission 
might also. take a good look at the con- 
ditions of the black community in the en- 
tire Newark area. It might surprisingly 
have many kinds of. cases that would 
necessitate court action in order to en- 
force non-discriminatory hiring practices.

Hysterectomy,.as explained in a 
previous column, is the surgical removal 
of the uterus. What are the disease or 
medical problems that may cause a 
gynecologist to recommend it? 

Most common is the presence of 
uterine fibroids. These are benigh (non- 
cancerous) tumors of fibrous and muscle 
tissue which grow in the wall of the 
uterus. About two out of every five 
women develop fibroids at some_time-in 
their lives (usually when they are past 
35), although many will have no symp- 
toms. However, if the fibroids involve the 
i _the_uterus_or.press-upon-_other. 
organs, causing pain and heavy or 
frequent menstruation, surgery’ will be 
necessary. ; 

If the woman is young, the physician 
will generally try to. remove only the 
fibroids and. save the uterus. This 
operation is a myomectomy. After 
myomectomy, most future children are 
delivered by cesarean section. 

ln an older woman with fibroids or a 
young woman who has completed her 
family, a hysterectomy is usually done. 
This does away with the risk of 
developing more fibriods and also 
prevents future cancer of the uterus.

Q. | receive social security disability 
payments. Although I'm still disabled, a 
friend has offered to let me try a job at 
his company. Should | report this to 
social security? ° 

A. Yes, the work must be reported, A 
disabled person like yourself may be 
allowed a trial period in which to deter- 
mine his ability to work, If that is the 
case, the disabled person still gets full 
monthly benefits for a limited period of 
time. 

Q. My 20-year-old son, who has been 
getting social security payments since 
his father,died, was recently awarded a 
full scholarship. Since the scholarship 
pays all his school expenses, will he-still 
receive social security payments? 

A. Yes; your son will continue to 
receive student's benefits. His scholar- 


Ship does not in any way affect his mon- 


thly payments. 

Q. My wife worked in a department 
store nearly 4 years before she died 
recently. Our only child has been in a 
home for the mentally retarded - since 
she was 15. She is now 27. Could our 
daughter get social security checks on 
my wife's work record? 

A. It's quite possible that your 


daughter can get checks, Call any social 
security office and ask about benefits for 
a disabled adult child.

~ WHAT iS MEANT BY A “CREEPING 


BALANCE"? “ 
This is a term which is used in credit 

to describe a situation where the cus- 
tomer has an account and pays a smaller 
amount each month than he charges. 
~For example,” he charges $20 each 
month and makes payments of only fif- 
teen. If the original balance on the, ac- 
count was $90 and each month the 
balance “creeps” at the rate of $5 it can 
eventually get out of hand. 

This often happens so slowly that the 
person is completely unaware thot. it has 
happened until it is toodate.
